More Wanton Killing of Americans 
by Submarines Will Be Regarded 
as “Deliberately Unfriendly.” 


WILL UPHOLD THE FREEDOM 
OF SEAS ‘AT ANY COST” 


Last Warning Spoken —German Suggestion for 
Safe Travel Is Rejected—U. S. Declines to 
Discuss Actions of Great Britain 
With German Government. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—With the publication today of tte’ 


note warnimg Germany that any repetition of acts by her subma- 
rine commanders in violation of American rights would be re- 
garded as ‘‘deliberately unfriendly,’’ the United States Govern- 
ment awaited further developments. 

The note does not necessarily call for a reply. It leaves the 
way open, however, for an answer from Germany disavowing the 
sinking of the Lusitania and offering reparation, submitting as- 
surances as to the future actions of her naval officers and, even, 
asking directly for mediation by the United States between the 
Gernjan and British Governments on the general subject of war- 


fare on sea. 
The use in the note of the phrase ‘‘deliberately unfriendly 


is viewed here as expressing the final word of the United States 
Government regarding Germany’s submarine warfare. The United 
States does not abate in any respect, but rather more strongly in- 
sists upon the demands made in previous notes that Germany ac- 
quiesce in its vitws that the rules of international law and human- 


ity be obeyed in her naval warfare. 

The United States Government cannot believe, the note says, that ‘‘the 
Imperial Government will longer refrain from disavowing the wanton acts 
of its naval commander in sinking the Lusitania,’’ and making reparation 
for the lives of Americans lost in that disaster. 


Future Course of the United States. 

It announces that the Government will continue to contend for the free- 
dom of the seas ‘‘from whatever quarter violated, without compromise and 
at any cost.’’ 

The United States invites the practical co-operation of the German Gov- 
ernment in an effort to bring about the freedom of the seas, declares that 
the American Government cannot discuss actions of Great Britain excépt 
with that Gevernment itself, and that it regards as ‘‘irrelevant’’ in the 
present negotiations the conduct of other belligerents, points out that recent 
events have clearly indicated that it is ‘‘ possible and practicable to conduct 
submarine operations ‘‘in substantial accord with the accepted practices of 
regulated warfare,’’ and rejects Germany’s proposal ‘‘that certain vessels 
be designated and agreed upon which shall be free on the seas now ille- 
folly prescribed.’’ 

The note is now in the hands of the German Government and no reply 
is expected for several weeks. President Wilson and Secretary Lansing had 
left Washington today. 

In official and diplomatic quarters the communications to Be?lin was re- 
eeived as the strongest and most emphatic pronouncement that has come from 
tné Washington Government since the beginning of its correspondence with 
the belligerents of Furope.

Men and Women Who Were Rescued Describe 
How Few of Picknickers Caught and Held 
to .Side of Boat While Scores of Others 
Were Thrown Into Water as Vessel First 
Listed and Then Rolled Onto Its Side 


CHICAGO, July 24. 

L. D. Gadroy, employed as a ‘‘candy butcher’’.on the steamer, was the 
first eyewitness to tell a detailed story of the accident. 

‘‘It was about 7:40 o’cleck this morning and the boat was lying at the 
dock near the Clark street bridge loading with passengers,’’ said Gadory. 
‘‘We were to leave in 20 minutes and the upper deck and cabins were crowded 
with passengers. There were hundreds of women and children. I estimate 
that there were between 2000 and 3000 persons on the boat at the time of the 
accident. I was standing on the lower deck near the gang plank watching 


the people come aboard. 
‘‘Suddenly I noticed the boat list toward the center of the river. It 


rolled slightly at first and then seemed to stop. Then it started to roll again. 
I became alarmed and shouted to the crowd to keep still. Apparently a 
majority of the passengers were one one side of the boat and this bad over- 
weighted it and caused it to list. Suddenly the hawers which held the boat 
to the dock snapped and the officers pulled the gang plank in and refused 
to allow any more on the boat. 

Everybody Panic-Stricken. 

‘‘At this time everybody was panic-stricken. screamed and 
men tried to quiet them. I attempted to reach an upper deck .but could 
not because of the crowd and excitement and ran back to the port, where 
the gangway had been. The boat then slowly drifted after from the dock, 
rolling as it slipped into mid-stream and a moment later it had turned over 
on its side. 

‘fT climbed over on the side of the boat and stayed there until [ was 
taken off by life savers. Many of thepassengers leaped into the water as 
the boat went over. Scores of others were caught in the cabins and 
drowned. When the small boats began coming out to us I worked with 
other survivors in taking passengers out of the water and cutting holes in 
the cabins to remove bodies. ’’

‘*T did not see my wife or children after the boat turned. They were 
carried into the river with the crowd. Someone grabbed me around the 
neck and kept pulling me. It was a woman but I could not save ber.’’ 

Policeman Henry Sesher, one of the first to go to the rescue, gave a vivid 
description of the accident. ‘‘I saw scores of men and women, many of them 
holding children, plunge into the water. I jumped into a row boat and pulled 
out to the drowning. I think I got about 50 ashore. The fire boat and tugs 
burried to the scene and picked up more than a hundred people, 

‘*‘We grabbed those pearest us first. At one time I bad four women in

At 2 o’clock 697 bodies had been recovered. 

A coroner said 60 per cent of the dead were women. 

Deputy Coroner David Jones and Shenff John E. Traeger 
of Cook County, who are directing the work of removing bodies 
from the hull of the Eastland, stated that from reports of bodies 
still in the hull of the boat they feared the death list would reach 
1200 and might reach 1500. First Deputy Superintendent of 
Police Schuettler said he believed 1000 persons had perished.

The crowding of passengers to one side of the boat is sup- 
posed to have caused the tragedy, but authorities, not satisfied 
with this explanation, ordered the arrest of officers of the boat 
and Capt. Harry Pedersen and Dell Fisher, first mate, were 
taken to police headquarters. 

Federal Judge K. M. Landis ordered a special grand jury 
empaneled to make an investigation of the disaster. The jury. 
will meet next Thursday. 

Steamboat Inspector William Nicholas is investigating a re- 
port that water ballast was pumped from the hold of the Fasland 
as the passengers boarded it so that the boat would rise and that 
more passengers might be carried. 

One theory of the cause of the accident is that the steamer 
had stuck in the mud and had failed to free herself when the 
engines were started, causing the outer side of the steamer to list. 

Panic struck the passengers when the boat began to turn 
over. Best accounts of witnesses said the steamer rolled slightly 
twice, then turned further and that hundreds of screaming, strug- 
gling men, women and children slid across the sloping decks, 
fought for room and clutched at companions, deck chairs or any 
other object that came to hand. The steamer floated on its side 
into midstream, where motor boats and other river crafts swarmed

Women and Children in Cabin. 

The merchants of the South Water Street commission houses 
ond their employes made many rescues. Chicken coops and bales 
were thrown into the river to the floating victims. Many saved 
themselves in this manner. Other merchants, with the aid of 
ropes and poles, pulled dozens from the stream. 

Women and children by the hundreds were caught below decks 
and the scratched faces, torn clothing and bruised bodies of the 
dead bore mute evidence of the desperation with which they had 
fought for life. 

Apparently scores of women and children in the cabin weré 
drowned without being given a chance to escape. Hundreds of other 
passengers were able to climb to the side of the boat above water, 
und were taken off by rescuers. 

Life presrvers were cast into the river from the steamship 
Theodore Roosevelt, which was docked: scross the river, and scares 
of the Eastland's passengers clung to them until picked up by boats.

The North Clark street bridge was choked with thousands of persons 
on their way to work when the accident oecurred. Friends and relatives 
of many persons who were going on the excursion lined the bridge railing, 
waiting for the boat to depart. 

Capt. Charles Carland of the United States Life Saving Station at the 
mouth of the river, hurried with his crew to the scene and aided in the

- Boat’s Peculiar Construction May 
Have Caused Eastland Accident 


A few hours of inquiry caused investigating officials to lean strongly 

toward the theory that the peculiar construction of the boat was respon- 
sible for the accident. The Eastland was equipped with water ballast so 
that it could enter the harbor of South Haven, Mich., and other shallow

Comonwealth Steel Co. An- 
nounces 850 Men Will Be Ad-

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Says Boat Began to List Once 
Then Righted When Crowd 
Was Shifted. 


By Frank Putnam. 


CHICAGO, July 24.-—-Harrv 
deck hand, told me this story in the 
hold of the Fastland at 9:50 this 
morning, while he fished in the sub- 
merged half of the ship with a longe- 
handled pick for corpses of victima. 

“The vessel began to list while the 
passengers were still rushing aboard, at 
7:20 a. m., She listed so much then that 
the gangplank lifted three feet at the 
ship side and we had to stop them from 
coming on. The ship’s officers got the 
crowd all over on the shore side of the 
ship and she righted herself. The gang- 
plank came back to level and they be- 
gan coming aboard again in droves. 
Finally, about 7:30, they were all 
aboard. We drew in the plank. 

‘We were casting off the stern lines 
when the ship began to list again. We 
were on the first deck. The two decks 
above us as well as the deck we were 
on woré crowded. We heard them be- 
gin te holler. We thought they were 
shouting to their friends on the dock. 
Then we realized they were srared. Wa 
hollered to them to go to the upper 
decks—to keep climbing. They jammed 
the gangways going up. 


“She kept on listing and I got 
scared. I went to the open gang 


port on the river side of the boat. It 
was then only three feet above 
water. Just then a woman with a 
child in her arms jumped into the 
river. She was the first to go. 

“IT jumped in to get her. Then thes 
began jumping in all around me like 
snowflakes falling; God knows how 
many. The water was thick with ther. 
One hit me on the shoulder and sent 
me under again. At that hour the river, 
except for our party, was deserted. 
There were no small boats handy to 
pick them up. The river out there 
north of us must be full of bodies, hun- 
dreds of them. 

“I swam around the boat to the piling 
and climbed out. I came directly back 
to her. She lay on her side in 2% feet 
of water. Me and my mate got down 
through this gangway and began fish- 
ing tor the dead in the water inside her. 
I used the pike to bring them up. My 
mate tied a rope to them when I fetch 
them to the top and the men on the 
ship’s side above us haul them up. We 
found scores of live ones in the cabins 
on the upper side of her. They got out 
through the port holes first. I don’t 
know how many dead ones I have fished 
out. One every minute or two for an 
hour and a half. 

“Just Signed Last Night.” 

“I find most of them had ‘hands 
gripped on something down there, and 
have to break their grip to get them 
up. I get them at different levels, some 
at the bottom of the boat, some only 
three or four feet down. I'd say there 
must be at least 1200 dead, maybe as 
many as 1500.”’ 

Just then another pair of fishermen 
came down to call Miller and his mate. 
I taok Miller, shaking with fatigue, to 
a nearby place for hot soup. I wanted 
to take him to get some dry clothes 
He had lost everything but shirt, shoe 
and trousers, but he said: ‘‘Hell, no; I’m 
going back to lend a hand again.’@ 

“Where do you live?’ I asked of hiv. 

*“‘Nowhere.”” he said. “I have no 
home.

“Tl had scareely gone 10 feet towari 
the Theodore Roeeevelt when the EKast- 
land began to list.

Chief Steward Albert Wycoff said: 
“I was in the tmnch room on the 
main deck when I noticed the boat 
beginning to list. Dishes fell out 
of the rack and a scene of wild ex- 
citement followed. I shouted for the 
people to save themselves. A mo- 
ment later I jumped into the water 
and managed to rescue three 
women.”’ 

William Barrett, a deck hand, said: 
“T was on the main deck at the stern 
ready to cast it off when the boat 
started to list. I shouted warnings 
to the passengers around me and 
tried to let go the hawser. When 
the boat wetn over I climbed on the 
upper side and helped get a number 
of passengers into boats. It all hap- 
pened in a few minutes.” 

Woman Saw Dorens Drown. 

Mrs. Emmet O'Donnell of Berwyn, 
Tll., said: “The steamer, was getting 
ready to leave and was crowded with 
excursionists. The officers of the 
boat pushed the crowd back which 
was around the gangplank in order 
to pull it in. I think this is whal 
caused the boat to list to one side. 
It never stopped when it started to 
roll and a few minutes ‘later it was 
out in the middle of the river on its 
side. I saw dozens of people drowned 
around me but was unable to give 
assistance. By a great effort [I was 
able to climb up on the upper side of 
the boat and managed to hold on 
until taken off by rescuers.” 

Lysle Gyoate, 1953 South Avers 
avenue, Chicago, said: “My wife and 
[ had just entered the boat and) were 
in the crowd on the main deck near 
the gangwav, Then I heard someone 
shout ‘Get back,’ and we were pushed 
over to one side. A moment later the 
boat started to list.

EASTLAND BUILT IN 1903, 
WAS REMODELED THIS SPRING 


One of the Fastest Exeursion Boats 
on the Great Lakes—Had a 
Speed of 21 Miles. 
CHICAGO, July 24.—The steamer 
Eastland was built in 1908 and owned 
by the Eastland Navigation Co. of 
Cleveland, O. It was 26 feet long, 3 
feet wide and had a draft of 2 feet 
with a net tonnage of 1218. It was 
brought to Chicago in 1904 and was used 
in the excursion business. to South 
Haven, Mich., for several years. Later 
it was taken to Cleveland, O., and placed 
in the excursion service there. This 
spring the boat was remodeled, the 
upper decks being cut away and all the 

state rooms removed. 

It was brought to Chicago and put on 
the run to St. Joseph, Mich. It had @ 
steel hull and was known as one of the 
fastest excursion boats on the Great 
Lakes. It had a speed of 21 miles an 
y hour.

GERMANY RUSHES 
ADDITIONAL MEN 
10 ATTACK WARSAW 


Stubborn Resistance Along 
Warsaw Front Believed to 
Have Convinced Germans 
That Their Forces Are In- 
adequate to Drive Defend- 
ers Further Backward. 


Petrograd Reports Enemy 
Hurled Back With Heavy 
Losses at Important Point, 
Czar’s Army Fighting to 
Avert Destruction. 


Western Front Generally Re- 
ported Quiet, but Italians 
Are Meeting Fierce Re- 
sistance on Carso Plateau. 


LONDON, July 4—On the Battle 
fronts of the Warsaw triangle what is 
generally considered the tnost import- 
ant struggle of the war since the battle 
of the Marne, is still raging, without 
any indication of the ultimate outcom-. 
The Russians are not yet prepared to 
abandon the salient, continued occu 
pancy of which against a successful 
enemy would threaten the very exis! 
ence of their armies. Petrograd con- 
cedes there is fighting six miles soutl- 
west of the fortress of Ivansorod, 
where the Germans smashed wire en- 
tanglements but were hurled back with 
heavy losses by a Kussian counter at- 
tack. 

Both Vienna and Berlin claim, with- 
out giving details, that Austro-Ger- 
man forces are now fighting virtualiy 
along the famous Lublin-(Chelm rail- 
road. Petrograd admits a German at- 
tack on a village located on the rail- 
road, but claims this assault was re- 
pulsed. It is conceded, however, that 
some of this ground was again lost. 

The battle for this important Russian 
line of communication has now been 
under way for 10 days, and the Rus- 
sians assert their opponents are ap- 
proaching the limit of their endur- 
ance. The intens¥y of the battle in- 
dicates that the Central’ Powers are 
determined that the fourth attempt ts 
capture Warsaw shall nut end in falil- 
ure. 

The impression is growing here that 
Grand Duke Nicholas is now fighting 
in the hope of saving Warsaw and de- 
feating the Germans. That the Ger- 
mans feel their forces are not entirel) 
adequate is indicated by thé news from 
Riga to the effect that a. German army 
corps recently landed at Libau has bee 
dispatcnecd to the south to strengthen 
the attack on Warsaw. 

The Western front is again compara- 
tively’ quiet. Italy claims further suc- 
cess along the Carso Plateau, whee 
the fighting has been fierce. 


Turks Repulsed in 20-Minute ight at

Official announcement Was made here 
today that the Turkish forces at th 
Dardanelles have made a new attack 
on the allies and have been repulsed 
The text of the statement follows; 

“Sir Ian Hamilton reports that in the 
Southern section about 3 p. m. yester- 
day. the Turks attacked the Northern 
trenches on our left flank. Our front 
trenches in that neighborhood were 
shelled rather reavily. 

“Under cover of the bombardment 
a small force of Turks dashed for our 
sapheads. Two of our machine guns at 
once opened fire, and the survivors re- 
tired, leaving about 4 dead Turks lying 
in front of our trenches. Probably more 
were out of sight, as our shrapnel was 
effective. 

“The whole affair lasted 31 minutes.’’

ROME, via Paris, July %4—The Italian 
Ministry of Marine yesterday issued the 
following:

Retaliation by Germany. 

Germany: professes to be retaliating 
against Great Britain, because of the 
British blockade of the German coast. 
In reality, as the President makes 
clear, Germany is retaliating against 
the United States and other neutral na- 
tions for the acts of her enemy. In re- 
spect to that question there can be no 
answer to the President's assertion, 
that “Illegal and inhuman acts, how- 
ever justifiable they may be thought to 
be against an enemy who is belleved 
to have acted in contravention of law 
and inhumanity, and manifestly inde- 
fensible when they deprive neutrals of 
their acknowledged rights, particularly 
when they violate the right to life ft- 
self.’’

Exects Minimum Demand. 

What the President exacts of Ger- 
many is the minimum that a self-re- 
specting nation can demand of another 
responsible nation which has wilful'y 
murdered its citizens and deliberately 
outraged its sacred rights. He there- 
fore insists that Germany shall disavow 
“the wanton act of its naval comman- 
der in sinking the Lusitania;"’ that it 
shall “offer reparation for American 
lives lost, so far as reparation can be 
reade for a needless destruction of hu- 
inman life by an tllegal act,’ and thet 
there must be no repetition by German 
.** yvvanders of such crimes against citi- 
sent of the United States. 

These demands are not excessive and 
‘ formulating them President Wilson 
speaks not only for the American pe- 
ple, but for civilization itself.

In view of the admission of illegality made by the imperial Gov- 
ernment when it pleaded the right of retaliation in defense of its acts, 
and in view of the manifest possibility of conforming to the established 
rules of naval warfare, the Government of the United States cannot be- 
lieve that the Imperial Government will longer refrain from disavowing 
the wanton act of its naval commander in sinking the Lusitania or from 
offering reparation for the American lives lost, so far as reparation can 
be made for a needless destruction of human life by an illegal act.

LONDON, July 24.—‘*These are the

sord of the United States. The note is 
not an ultimatum in form, but it is an 
ultimarum in substance. The imperial 
Government is courteously but emphat- 
ically informed that the United States 
intends to maintain its rights as a neu- 
tral on the high seas, ‘‘with- 
out compromise and at any cost” and 
that “repetition by the commanders of 
German naval vessels of acts in contra- 
vention of those rights must be regard- 
ed by the Government of the United 
States as deliberately unfriendly. 

The issue now rests with Germany: 
fiven the military-mad autocracy of 
Berlin can have no excuse for mistak- 
ing the meaning of these serious and 
measured words. 

Germany has talked much about the 
freedom of the seas. It is the free- 
dom of the seas which the United States 
is determined to maintain. There can be 
no freedom of the seas except in ac- 
cordance with the precedent.and prac- 
tices which the President so lucidly de- 
fines. The very fact tha Germany de- 
fends her policy of indiscriminate sub- 
marine warfare as “retaliatory” is, as 
the President points out, a confession 
of lawlessness; ‘‘for a belligerent act of 
retaliation is per se an act beyond the 
law, and the defense of an act as re- 
tallatory is an admission that it is ille- 
gal.” 

Retaliation by Germany. 

Germany professes to be retaliating 
against Great Britain, because of the 
British blockade of the German coast. 
In reality, as the President makes 
clear, Germany is retaliating against 
the United States and other neutral na- 
tions for the acts of her enemy. In re- 
spect to that question there can be no 
answer to the President's assertion, 
that “illegal and inhuman acts, how- 
ever justifiable they may be thought to 
be against an enemy who is believed 
to have acted in contravention of law 
and inhumanity, and manifestly inde- 
fensible when they deprive neutrals of 
their acknowledged rights, particularly 
when they violate the right to life ft- 
self.”’ , 
German naval commanders have shown 
that it {is possible to conduct submarine 
warfare in accordance with the princi- 
ples of international law and with due 
regard to thé rights of neutrals anid 
noncombatants. There in not a single 
well authenticated instance in which a 
German submarine has been destroyed 
or a German sailor lost his life by such 
conformity to the established law of 
nations, 

If Germany desires peace and friend- 
ship with the United States, it need sur- 
render no lawful or essential military 
advantage. The President does not ask 
that submarine warfare be abandoned 
or that it be rendered futile. He de- 
mands only that so far as Americans 
are concerned it must conform to the 
law and humanity which were univer- 
sally recognized until the German Gov- 
ernment suddenly became obsessed with 
ites maniacal theories of ‘‘frightfulness.”’ 


Exects Minimum Demand. 

What the President exacts of Ger- 
many is the minimum that a self-re- 
specting nation can demand of another 
responsible nation which has wilful'y 
murdered its citizens and deliberately 
outraged ite sacred rights. He there- 
fore insists that Germany shall disavow 
“the wanton.«ct of its naval comman- 
der in sinking the Lusitania;"’ that it 
shall “offer reparation for American 
lives lost, so far as reparation can be 
teade for a needless destruction of hu- 
man life by an tllegal act,” and thet 
there must be no repetition by German 
= yyvanders of such crimes against citi- 
zens of the United States. 

These demands are not excessive and 
* formulating them President Wilson 
speaks not only for the American peo- 
ple, but for civilization itself. Unless 
the United States maintains its neutral 
rights, 
cost,’ there are no neutral rights left 
which any belligerent is bound to re- 
spect, and the whole world is given over 
to the terror of the sword.

The note of the Imperial German Government dated the 8th of July, 
1915, has received the careful consideration of the Government of the 
United States, and it regrets to be obliged to say that it has found it 
very unsatisfactory, because it fails to meet the real differences be- 
tween the two Governments and indicates no way in which the accepted 
principles of law and humanity may be applied in the grave matter in 
controversy, but proposes, on the contrary, arrangements for a partial 
suspension of those principles which virtually set them aside. 

The Government of the United States notes with satisfaction that 
the Imperial Germdn Government recognizes without reservation the 
validity of the principles insisted on in the several communications which 
this Government has addressed to the Imperial German Government with 
regard to its announcement of a war zone and the use of submarines 
against merchantmen on the high seas—the principle that the high seas

The Government of the United States, while not indifferent to the 
friendly spirit in which it is made, cannot accept the suggestion of the 
Imperial German Government that certain vessels be designated and 
agreed upon which shall be free on the seas now illegally proscribed.

LONDON, July 2%4.—‘‘These are the 
strongest words diplomacy could employ 
without actually breaking relations with 
the Power to which they are addressed 
and, if we apply the usual standard of 
interpretation to them, we must call this 
note at least a penultimatum,” is the 
Westminster Gazette's estimate of 
America’s new note to Germany. “'t 
leaves nothing to be desired in the firm- 
ness wherewith it reasserts the princi 
ples laid down in the previous notes.” 

Commenting on the clause to the effect 
that recent developments have indicated 
it is practicable to conduct submarina

“The Pall Mall Gazette says: “‘Presi-

The paper adds that there is a limit 
to the successful employment of such 
manoeuvers and declares Germany is 
presuming upon American patience and 
pacifism as she presumed upon British 
patience and pacifism last year. 

The editorial protests against Wash- 
ington’s intimation to Great Britain 
that American rights will be insisted 
upon under the principles of interna- 
tional law as hitherto established as be- 
ing a manifestly excessive claim and 
not in accordance with the example set 
by the American Government and Amer- 
ican courts during the American Civil 
war. 

The Times concludes by expressing 
the hope that when the British Govern- 
ment’s decisions on this point are taken, 
the United States will give them sympa- 
thetic and friendly consideration.

HE undersigned has the honor to 
make the following reply to his 
Excellency, Ambassador Ger- 

ard, to the note of the 10th ultimo, 
re. the impairment of American in- 
terest by the German submarine war. 
The Imperial Government learned 
with satisfaction from the note how 
earnestly the Government of the 
United States is concerned in seeing 
the principles of humanity realized 
in the present war. 

Also this appeal finds ready 
in Germany and the Imperial Gov- 
ernment is quite willing to permit 
its statements and decisions in the 
present case to be governed by the 
principles of humanity just as it has 
done always. 

The Imperial Government welcomed 
with gratitude when the American 
Government in the note of May 15 
itself recalled that Germany had al- 
ways permitted itself to be governed 
by the principles of progress and hu- 
manity in dealing with the law of 
maritime war. 

Since the time when Frederick the 
Great negotiated with John Adams, 
Benjamin Franklin and Thomas Jef- 
ferson the Treaty of Friendship and 
Commerce of Sept. 9, 178, between 
Prussia and the Republic of the West, 
Germany and American statesmen 
have, in fact, always stood together 
in the struggle for the freedom of 
the seas and for the protection of 
peaceable trade. 

In the international proceedings 
which since have been conducted for 
the regulation of the laws of mari- 
time war, Germany and America 
have jointly advocted progressive 
principles, erpecially the abolishment 
of the right of capture at sea and

them, it is the sacred duty of the 
imperial Government to do all with- 
in its power to protect and save the 
lives of German subjects. 

If the imperial Government were 
derelict in these, its duties, it would 
be guilty before God and history of 
the violation of those principles of 
highest humanity which are the 
foundation of every national exist- 
ence. 

The case of the Lusitania shows 
with horrible clearness to what jeop- 
ardizing of human lives the man- 
ner of conducting war employed by 
adversaries leads. 

In the most direct contradictions 
of international law, all distinctions 
between merchantmen and war ves- 
sels have been obliterated by the pr- 
der to British merchantmen to arm 
themselves and to ram submarines 
and the promise of rewards therefor, 
and neutrals who use merchantmen 
as travelers thereby have been ex- 
posed in an increasing degree to all 
the dangers of war. 


No Danger to Legitimate Shipping. 


If the commander of the German 
submarine which destroyed the Lu- 
Sitania had caused the crew and pas- 
Sengers to take to the boats before 
firing a torpedo, this would have 
meant the sure destruction of his 
own vessel. After the experiences in 
sinking much smaller and less sea- 
worthy vessels, it was to be expect- 
ed that a mighty ship like the Lusi- 
tania would remain above water long 
enough even after the torpedoing to 
permit passengers to enter the ship’s 
boats.

“Becoming Grave Danger.” 

The Daily Graphic also complains of 
the inaction of the Government in this 
matter, and says the matter is becom- 
ing a grave danger to the coumry, as, 
unless something is done before the 
new cotton crop is available, Germany 


will be able to get all the cotton she 
requires. 

The Daily Mail, in an editorial, says: 
“it will be a gross public scandal if 
this matter is not dealt with, before 
Farliament rises, to save our soi#iers.” 


Warning to Britain 
Replying to newspapers and ‘publiciets 


who are demanding that cotton shall be 
made absolute contraband regardless of 
the effect of such action on neutral na 
tions, the Weekly Nation says: 

‘Some such similar action unite! 
against us in active warfare or arme 
neutrality the while civilized world a 
hundred years ago, even in the end 
dragging us into a dreary fight with 
the United States.”’ 

The Nation points out that Great 
Britain protested against cotton being 
declared contraband during the Russo- 
Japanese War and that in the declara- 
tion of London the British representn- 
tives insisted upon having cotton placed 
on ths free Mist. 

The Nation considers, however, that, 
if Germany diverted all cotton supplies 
for the manufacture of munitions cf 
war, &@ new situation would have arisen 
and the declaration of cotton as abso- 
lute contraband could be justified before 
the world, but even then the treatment 
of cotton destined for neutral states 
would remain to be considered, and the 
Nation advises critics to leave the de- 
cision to the Foreign Office, which has 
all the facts.

Even at the beginning of the pres- 
ent war the German Government im- 
mediately declared its willingness, in 
response to proposals of the Ameri- 
can Government, to ratify the Dec- 
jaration of Jondon and thereby sub- 
ject itself in the use of its naval 
forces to all the restrictions provided 
therein in favor of neutrals. Ger- 
many likewise has been always tena- 
cious of the principle that war should 
be conducted against the armed and 
organized forces of an enemy coun- 
try, but that the enemy civilian pop- 
ulation must be spared as far as pos- 
sible from the measures of war. 

The Imperial Government cherishes 
the definite hope that some way will

Since March 1 England has been 
taking from neutral ships, without 
further formality, all merchandise 
proceeding to Germany, as well as 
all merchandise coming from Ger- 
many, even when neutral property.

According to his wife he wor- 
ried a to his percentage in the ex- 
amination and feared he would not be 
retained in the department. Names of 
the probationaries who passed the ex- 
amination have nct yet been announced.

creased when two other firemen were 
Gismissed from the department for that 
cause. 

Weight Right at Examination. 

When Smith took the examination, 
about two weeks ago, he weighed 14 
pounds, the exact specified weight for a 
man of bis height. Since then he had 4 
slight attack of ptomaine puisoning and 
he feared this had reduced his weight 
tc such an extent that he would be reject- 
ed, his wife said.

RACE SEGREGATION. 
ORDINANCE 10 BE 
DECIDED BY BALLOT 


Petition Initiating One Measure 
Bears More Than Enough 
Bona Fide Names. 


The election Board ruled yesterday 
that, bearing 16,485 bona fide names, 
the initlative petition for a segrega- 
tion ordinance were sufficient to re- 
quire its submission at a special 
election before February 17, 1916. 
The ordinance provides that in blocks 
now ocupied entirely by either whites 
or negroes, the opposite race shall 
not be permited to assume residence, 
and that city blocks in which both 
races now reside shall remain open 
to either white or negro residents. 

This ordinance is patterned after a 
municipal law at Baltimore which 
has been tested. legally and upheld 
as constitutional by the Court of Ap- 
peals, the highest tribunal of Mary- 
land.

the other countries combined. Over &% 
per cent of the liquor entering Africa 
goes from Boston, Mass. Recently a 
schooner sailed from Boston with 700,- 
gallons of New England rum on 
board. Bottles of rum in crates 
were lashed on the deck. Every seaman 
was compelled to sign a total absti- 
nence pledge before signing articles for 
the voyage. 

Boston from which missionaries have 
been sent out for over a hundred years, 
now in this year of grace is sending 
cut what Lyman Beecher called “liquid 
damnation.” 

This is the same city that sent out 
Adoniram Judson and his fellow mis- 
sionaries to enlighten the heathen.

Wall Street Ignores Strained 
Diplomatic Outlook; Trad- 
ing Is Fair.

NEW YORK, July 24.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial review

“The reception of the note to Germany 
today, by the Stock Exchange, was such 
“us might have accompanied news which 
insured the amicable settlement of the 
controversy. In one respect, indeed, 
this advance of prices—which occurred 
immediate‘y on the opening, after the 
text of our Government's declaration 
lad been read in the morning papers— 
was more noteworthy than other simi- 
lar movements which have greeted the 
previous documents in this dispute. On 
most of those previous occasions the 
St@k Exchange had been depressed 
and anxious while awaiting the Gov- 
crnmental statement, and the subse- 
quent recovery might therefore have 
been ascribed to a feeling of relief. In 
the present instance, there had been no 
such anticipatory decline of prices; 
this late communication to Berlin came 
on the heels of a violent and for the 
most part Encneerr esas rise in prices, 

“How far today’s response of the 
Stock Exchange was an accurate 
measure of all the probabilities now 
involved in the diplomatic situation, 
is a question of much interest. A 
market obstinately bent on a iced 
lative rise, and with considerable 
momentum behind it, is not always 
best adapted to reflect unfavorable 
considerations. ut, on the other 
hand, a market already spread out 
widely in a multitude of speculative 
accounts i8 often especially vulner- 
able to any adverse influence. On the 
whole, therefore, it is not unfair to 
accept the action of the Stock Ex- 
change as indicating public senti- 
ment at large. 

ee > so it would seem to express the 
view that. the peremptory reassertion 
of our Government's plain demands on 
Germany, and its positive rejection of 
the absurd and ‘impossible tentative 
compromises offered by Berlin, is the 
shortest road towards the satisfactory 
closing of the controversy. Such a 
judgment necessarily assumes. that 
peaceful counsels will prevail at Berlin 
itself, that the indications, in the last 
German note, of a strong desire to 
avoid a rupture with America, will con- 
tinue. 

“Practically all active stocks 
opened at a fractional advance over 
vesterday, and the high prices of the 
day were touched in the first half 
hour. The advances were largest in 
the ‘war order’ industrials, several of 
which advanced 2 points, with the fa- 
miliar spectacular bidding up of 
Bethlehem Steel, which rose 8% 
points.

A BOOK WITH A PURPOSE, 
AROLD BEGBIE, a strong, virile 
H Icnglish writer, with deep morai 
convictions, has written a book 
cafled “Millstone,” dealing with the 
white slave traffic in the United States 
The author handles the subject with a 
tact and delicacy which eliminates the 
offensive features usually found in 
books on this subject. Garbage, of 
course, will smell, but Begbie has de- 
odorized it to such an extent by his 
serious handling that there is no danger 
of contamination. 

Apparently, Englishmen believe everv- 
thing evil they hear of the United 
States. There is a serious doubt in the 
minds of most thinking persons wheth- 
er there is such a thing as an organ: 
ized white slave traffic. A recent Gov- 
ernment report has declared that there 
is no organized traffic in women. At 
investigating committee in New York 
found that of 400 women leading dis- 
solute lives less than one per cent of 
them had entered into such an existence 
with their eyes closed; the ethers had 
taken the downward-sloping path be- 
cause it was easier to travel that way. 

Begbie takes jt for granted that there 
is an organized white slave traffic. The 
central figure of his story is a white 
tlaver who has become conéscienee- 
stricken and who goes through a series 
of mental and spiritual! tortures until he 
is killed by the mother of a child for 
whose ruin he is responsible. A young 
Englishman who is 101 per cent pure is 
the hero of the story. 

The characters in the book, with the 
exception of the hero, are well handled. 
The young engineer, who is the essence 
of everything that is goed and noble, 
would be considered an insufferable mol- 
lycoddie in the United States. The au- 
thor attempts to make us belleve he is 
the typical young Englishman of goo7d 
If so, Germany will be dictating 
terms of peace in London in a few 
months. 

The minor dramatis personae, typical 
of an isolated English shore town, are 
well developed and are skillfully woven 
into the book to lighten its general 
gloom. (George H. Doran.) 

OUTDOOR RELIEF IN MISSOURI. 

HE Russell Sage Foundation made 
ai an investigation of county relief 
in Missouri under the direction of 
Prof. Thomas J. Riley, while he was di- 
rector of the School of Social Economy. 
Prof. George A. Warfield, now head of 
the department of sociology in Denver 
University, .also co-operated. He has 
put the material in a book in which the 
facts show that outdoor relief in Mis- 
sourlt has been fearfully mismanaged. 
Heing in the hands of persons who know 
nothing about modern relief methods, 
great abuses have been permitted. Per- 
sons were given financial relief who had 
no right to receive the same. A great 
deal of harm was done. Others received 
relief when they should have been get- 
ting institutional care. 
The study is worth while because it is 
typical of this sort of relief. Missouri 
has been chosen for the investigation, 
but the conditions brought to light are 
the same in many other states. This 
makes the study interesting to persons 
outside of Missouri. “Outdoor Relief in 
Missouri” should help this State and 
Others introduce the necessary reforms 
so that this sort of relief may be bene- 
ficial instead of harmful. (Survey As- 
sociates.) 
A BOOK OF VERSE. 
C. Victor Stahl, an Alton newspaper 
man, has just published a collection of 
miscellaneous verse called, from the 
first number, “The Sinking of the Ti- 
tanic.”” It contains some poetical con- 
ceptions, although the versification is 
somewhat academic and reminiscent of 
pre-Victorian form. Perhaps the follow- 
ing is a fair example: 


Oft have I sat upon the seashore’s strand, 
And strung my proud harp to the wave, 
While the billows rolled in splendor at my 
feet 
And the galt sea did my cushion lave. 
Then struck I out vpon the surging time 
My sweetest notes of harp and wand— 
But my weak themes fell: most far short the 
minstrelsy 
Of these celestial strains beyond.

A STRIKING PARALLEL. 

NE of the many new and illumi- 
O nating points brought out bv 

Prof. Ellery C. Stowell in his 
“Diplomacy of the War of 1914’ is the 
similarity between the Austro-Servian 
dispute that started the present war 
and our own difference with Spain in 
1898, 

In each case the larger nation was 
stirred from top to bottom by an act 
of violence for which the smaller na- 
tion was held indirectly rssponsible; 
with us it was the blowing up of the 
Maine, with Austria, the assasination 
ef the Archduke Franz Ferdinand. 

After the catastrophe in Havana har- 
bor the Americah Government, in dis- 
regard of the wishes of Spain, held an 
independent official investigation and 
prevented Spanish authorities in their 
own port from examining the tnterior 
of the wreck. On the other hand, it 
was Austria’s demand that she be per- 
mitted to assist Servia In her investiga- 
tion that was most bitterly criticized as 
being subsersive of Servian independ- 
ence. 


The Spanish Government offered to 
submit the whole question to an im- 
partial tribunal of experts and agree‘ 
in advance to accept its decision. T« 
this offer the United Stg@tes gave no 
reply, Similarly, Servia offered to re- 
fer the dispute to the mediation of the 
Powers, and it was Austria’s failure to 
avail herself of the suggestion that has 
been held chiefly responsible here and 
abroad for the present war. 

In both cases ultimatums were deliv- 
ered with very brief time limits—two 
days by Austria, and three by the 
United States. The American Govern. 
ment announced in advance that it had 
no intention of exercising sovereignty 
cver Cuba except for its pacification. 
Substantially the same announcemen* 
was made by Austria in regard to Ser- 
via. 

Of course in their fundamental as- 
pects the two cases are far apart, bu* 
the comparison shows how similar were 
the steps that led to the outbreak of 
hostilities. What tends the greater 
weight to Prof. Stowell’s comparison is 
that in his final summing up of the evi- 
dence he fifds the balance of guilt witi 
the Teutonic Powers. 

Prof. Stowell, whose views on the war 
have been widely quoted, fs Assistant 
Frofessor of International Law at Co- 
tumbia University. He is widely known, 
both in this country and abroad, as an 
eminent authority on the subject and, 
unlike many other writers on the war, 
he has included in his volume every 
shred of evidence regardless of which 
side it favors. (Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co.) 

4 GOOD COMEDY. 

ARING an incident In one of Rabe- 
ais’ stories, Anatole Framee, 
French novelist. has produced a 

really good comedy which he calls *‘The 
Man Who Married a Dumb Wife."’ The 
plot deals with a Judge who has a beau- 
tiful wife. but who lacks the gift of 
speech. He learns that a famous physi- 
cian could give the woman speech. He 
employs him to do that only to find to 
his sorrow that he must be made dumb 
if he is to continue to live with his vol- 
uble wife. The humor is all genuine 
and even women can enjoy it, in spite 
of all the satire on their sex. (Lane.) 
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THE LABORER’S HIRE. 

T is rather noteworthy that the ‘atest 
book by Prof. Scott Nearing should 
be called ‘Income.’ Prof. Nearing, 

it will be remembered, has been quiet- 
', “dropped” by the trustees of Penn- 
sylvania University. In doing so the 
trustees did not consult the faculty., 
Anygne who has read Prof. Neurtag’s 
books frequentiy wondered that the 
trustees did not ask him to resign be- 
fore. Many “interests” are represented 
among these trustees. It is abour these 
“interests” Prof. Nearing wrote. It 
must have been galling to them to see 
him bring to life the figures gathered 
ty the United States Bureau of Statis- 
tics and interpret them for the peuple. 
Those figures, if understood by the peo- 
ple, are a menace to the existing econ- 
omic order. 

This holds true, even more so, of the 
latest output by Prof. Nearing. In this 
book he examines into the rnatter of in- 
come. Very early in the book he makes 
it clear that there are tw> kinds cf in- 
come—service income and property in- 
come. All salaries and wages ure seérv- 
ico income Income derived from in- 
terest, rents, reyalties on patents, divi- 
dends, anything except service, ie prop- 
erty income. 

In the course of the book one learns 
that property income is well protected, 
while service income .as8 practically 
no protection. This results in a great 
deal ef fundamental Injustice. Proper 
ty income may take unto itself whatever 
share it pleases out of the products 
brought fourth by the workers. The 
result being that the workers, thone re- 
lying on service income for their liv- 
ing, must be content with a small share 
or the good things of life They are 
usually last when the division of prod- 
ucts is made. 

These are not mere theories «ntnci- 
ated by Prof. Nearing. They aré con- 
scious from facts and fi,ures gathered 
by the State and Federal authorities. 

The figures indicate, too, that !t is 
absurd to talk about the extravagance 
of workers. After examining the wage 
scales and the cost of living, the read- 
er is bound to conclude that there is no 
margin left for extravagance. The au- 
ther is right when he ccncludes one 
chapter as follows: 

“The time may come when the Inbor- 
er’s conditicn Is due to his extravagance 
and lack of foresight. For tha pres- 
ent, the scale of service income offers 
an explanation so telling that it would 
require hardihood of an unusual] type 
tv saddle even the major portion of the 
blame for the situation on the ind!tvidua]l 
worker.”’ 

After finding the total amount paid 
t« property income, out of predurt of 
labor, and making most :cor-servative es- 
timates, the author says: 

“Grant, for the sake of arzument,. 
that the annual income paid to pr erty 
cwners in the United Stotes is ejual 
tv six billions a year. There are prob- 
ably 10,000,000 families in the United 
States which spend less than $500 a 
year; there are probably 12,000,000 fami- 
lics in the United States, which, to- 
gether, would have an annual expendi- 
ture averaging $500. The six billions of 
rroperty income would pay all of the 
expenses of these 12,000,000 familics, or, 
added to their incomes, would raise 
them to a level of income respectabil- 
iba 

From what has been pointed out it 
can easily be perceived that “TInecme” 
is a work of national importance, since 
un. the proper distribution of producte 
depends the well being of the nation. 
If a large portion of the product of 
labor goes to holders of property, it 
means “‘pinching the stomach” of the 
laborer and his children. This is pcund 
to have dire effects on the nation, par- 
ticularly where the ndtion 1s a demoe- 
racy like ours. (Macmillan.) 


THE STATE FORBIDS. 

HIS is an emotional play in one act, 
two scenes, by Sada Cowan. 
Stripped to its essentials, it ts a 

diskussion of a question that has been 
ded in many ways since the 
war began. A woman is for- 
bidden to prevent children for which she 
is unable to care, and a doctor is for- 
bidden to destroy at birth a hopelessly 
imbertie infant doomed inevitably to 
poverty and neglect; yet if the same 
woman does bring into the world and 
rear a healthful boy, the state may 
seize him, perhaps to send him to die 'n 
a trench. The play presents the prob- 
lem concretely enough, but scarcely sug- 
gests a solution. 

The publishers have called it a modern 
“Ghosts,’’ an exaggeration that has been 
pronounced upon hundreds of others 
which have in the slightest touched the 
theme of Ibsen's great tragedy. There 
is here no Mrs. Alving, although there 
was place for a Mrs. Alving of the 
slums. The street slang of the child, 
George, grates somewhat. It is perhaps 
good realism, but it is not art. Yet in 
spite of its apparent defects, the play 
Gisclones the essentials of a genuine dra- 
matic power which, once it is harnessed 
with the genius of creation, ought to 
produce big things.

Only the prompt action of officials of 
the company, who pleeed their largest 
pumps tin the Fricsson, kept the decks 
above water. The destroyer has been 
rumped out, and, besides a little green 
siime, appeared to be none the worse. 

The Erivason was nearly sunk by hayv- 
ing the seacock in her hold opened by 
some person, who visited the vessel aft- 
er 8 o'clock Tuesday night, when Wn- 
liam Boyle, the watéhman, left the éde- 
stroyer, and reported everything on 
Loard was safe for the night. 

As was the case with the Oklahoma, 
which was badly damaged by fire the 
night previous to the attempted sinking 
of the Ericason, the officials of the 
New York Shipbuilding Co. did ali in 
their power to keep these latest at- 
tempts to damage United States prop- 
erty at thein yard from becoming pub- 
lic. 

Famuel M. Knox, prasident of the 
company, who admitted the Oklahoma 
was “‘slightly’’ damaged by fire, was in 
New York today. In his absence h.

“There was absolutely nothing wiong 
about the Ericsson a few minutexr hbe- 
fore I left her. I followed my «sual 
custom ,and made the rounds of the de- 
etroyer a few minutes tefore leaving 
the ship. There was no water in any 
of the compartments, nor were there

“When I reached the Ericsson or 
Wednesday morning she was sinking 
fast, and looked as if she was being 
kept above water by the lines fastened 
to the dock. ‘The pumps were put in 
her hold at once and precautions taken 
to keep the fact a secret. 

“The report was quickly spread about 
the yard that a hose had been found in 
the boat and the water which was eink- 
ing her came from the shore. This is 
not so. Those at the pumps reperted 
the water was not leaving the destroy- 
er as fast as possible. The largest 
pumps were put in and, while they 
made some headway, the water came 
in almost as fast as it was pumped 
out. It was then a sea cock was 
found open.”
